Rev. Cyril B. O'Keefe, S.J., 60, a former Academic Vice- 
President of Loyola College, and Professor of History at Loyola 
and Concordia since 1962, died at the Jesuit Infirmary in 
Pickering, Ont., on Tuesday, July 28, after a short illness. At 
the time of his death, he was completing 44 years in the Jesuit 
Order and had served as a priest for 31 years, 19 of them in the 
Montreal Archdiocese. . 

Born in Kintail, Ont., in 1921, Fr. O'Keefe was ordained a 
priest in 1950. He received an M.A. in History in 1955 and a 
Ph.D. in 1959 from the University of Toronto. 

He taught History at Regis College, Toronto (1954-56) and then 
at St. Mary's University, Halifax (1958-62). He became Academic 
Vice-President at Loyola in 1962 until 1969. That same year, he 
began teaching History and he continued to do so until his death. 

In recent years, Fr.’ O'Keefe has done extensive research on the 
French Enlightenment and he has written two major books on the sub- 
ject, the first in 1974. The second, The Jesuits in France on the 
Eve of the Suppression, had just been completed in manuscript form 
at the time of his death. 

Fr. O'Keefe is survived by three brothers, Tom of Peterborough, 
Eugene of Hamilton, Joseph of Goderich (Ont.), as well as a sister, 


Mary, of Bell River (Ont.).
